RECORD AND DEEDS TO BRAG OF 



Senator Chauncey Depew, of New York , 
says he always likes to hiag on tlic glo- 
rious I'ourth, and adds that every Ameri- 
can sliouUl ilo a little of it on that day, 
the greatest day in the American calendar. 

Irishmen had much to do with the 
early settlement of Kentucky, and many 
of the deicendants of the so-called "first 
frnmiliM" ate of Irish extrMtton. They 
.were amoBg the firat to oeldMate this 
greatest of American holiday! in tlie 
"Dark and Bloody Gronnd." Some of 
the descendants of these pioneers are not 
classed among the Irish of today. They 
are erroneously called Scotcli-Iriih by 
those who do not know hetter. 
"Who fears to claim the Irish naot^ 

Who will forswear his blood? 
Who holds in shame the deeds of fame 

Of Emmet, GratUn, Flood? 
Their hearts held trne through death and 
rue, 

Through death and sore disgrace, 
Then who'll foiget the IxiundleSB debt 

We owe our Irish race'" 

One year hefore the declaration of in- 
dependence Hugh Shannon, Patrick Jor- 
dan, John HaQin and other Irishmen 
settled in the region about Lexington, 
now known as the Bluegrass. A year 
afterward they heard of the battle of I<ex- 
ington, and named their settlement after 
that famous contest with the firitish. 
No mention is made by early historians 
that they were Scotch. Some of these 
niii;bt have been Presbyterians, but they 
were Irish just the same. It is evident 
that they were patriots, else they would 
not have named their settlement after the 
place where the British met with defeat. 

On Jnna M, 1771, 0«b. 0«oi|e Rogers 
Clark started from what is now called 
Louisville with his "army" of 170 men 
to reduce the British posts at Kaskaskia 
and Vincennes. In his command were 
seventy privates and eighteen officers 
who bore Irish names. 

Daniel Boone, in ITT'i, found near what 
Is now Hsrrodsburg, the oldest settlement 
in Kentucky, Hugh McGarry, Thomaa 
Hogan and their families. 

Biahop Spalding, in hia notea oa Km- 
tuckr. mentions that the first physieian 
and the first school teacher were Catlio- 
lies. Dr. Hart was the physician and 
Mrs. Coomes the school teacher. 

It is well to recall these tliiiij;s on the 
glorious Fourth that Irish .Vmencans can 
point with pride to the part men of their 
blood and faith took in the settlement of 
their State and country. There are not 
as many Irishmen in Kentucky now in 
proportion to population as there wen in 
the days of the Rerolntion and imme- 
diately thereafter. Many Irish aoldiers 
settled in Kentucky on lands which were 
deeiled to them by the Government for 
their services in getting rid of the yoke 
of the liritish. The valor of these pio- 
neers shoidd Ix" recalled on the Fourth, 
"lest we forget" that Irishmen were 
largely instrumental in making the cele- 
bration of this day possible. 

Like Senator Depew, we feel a little 
lilt* bragging on the gkn^ona Fourth, but 
when we come to look up the history of 
the Irish pioneers in Kentucky we find 
no necessity for doing so, for the bare 
facts simply told is snlScient. 

HAMHiDTH CAVE. 



First Owned By an Irisliman, 
Whose Descendants 
R«Uln It. 



Among the first to explore Kentucky 
and Iiuliana was an Irishman nanieil Geo. 
Crogban, who was then in the F^nglisb 
army. His descendants were patriots, 
and one of tbeih. Col. George Crogban, 
waa a Revolutionary aoldier. Of this 
family waa Dr. John Crogban, a leaident 
of Louisville a hundred years aga Dr. 
Croghan visited Germany at the b«gin- 
ning of the last century, and there heard 
much about Mammoth Cave. He had 
heard little aljout it here, and in this re- 
spect was not different from the people 
of the present generation, for few Louis- 
ville people ever think of going to Mam- 
moth Cave, while people from all the 
European countries are constantly visit- 
ing the big hole in the ground. 

After Dr. Cragtaan caaie blAk to Louis- 
ville he porchaaed the tend anrroonding 
the cave and the rave itaelf. He thought 
it would prove a good investment. If 
people in Kurope were talking so much 
about it he concluded thev wouM visit it. 
When Dr. Croghan died many years ago 
he left a will in which he provided that 
the property at Mammoth Cave should 
be entailed, and his descendants are still 
in posaeaeion of it. One of the curious 
provisions of the will ia that one man 
shall manege the cave and another the 



hotel which is attached to it. There is 
litigation now going on about the prop- 
erty in which several I^uisville people 
are intereste<l. The Crqghan beirs UOW 
all live in California. « 

The Mammoth Cave Hotel which was 
built in 1812 by Dr. Croghan still stands, 
and is part of the present hotel. It waa 
a log caUn. After 1812 it becane appar- 
ent that the first log bonae would not be 
large enough to accommodate the gneata, 
and Dr. Croghan added another log 
house, and later on still another log 
house. All of these are still standing, 
but are weatherboarde<l over, and a 
veranda extends along the entire <listance 
of the first houses. 

The Willard Hotel property at one 
time belonged to the Croghans, and was 
known as the Crogban House before it 
waa called the Willard. It waa pra- 
nonnced •*Crawn," while the correct 
pronunciation of the name ia supposed to 
be "Crogan." 

Mammoth Cave is regarded as one of 
the wonders of the world in ICurope, and 
an Irishman built the first hotel there. 
In some future time the l,o\iisville and 
Nashville railroad may make the place 
more popular than it is now with Louis- 
ville people. It is a rare thing to hear 
Louisville people talk of the cave or 
evince any particular interest in it. 

The descendants of Dr. Croghan are 
not as enterprising as the original pro- 
prietor, who foresaw that a |x)pular resort 
could be made of the place if it were 
properly attended to. It was for this 
reason tliat tlie owner made a provision 
in his will that the cave should be man- 
aged by one member of his faii-ily :'.!!'l 
the hotel by another, and that the ac- 
counts should l>e kept separately. This 
is the cause of the present litigation. 

ONE WOMAN'S WORK. 



How Jeffersonvllle Secured a 
First Class Hos- 
pital. 



iTntil about five years »go Jeffersonvllle 
was without a hospital of any kind. One 

day a Sister of Mercy came along from a 
Western city with one companion, an- 
other Sister of Mercy. They called upon 
Rev. Father Audran, the tlu-n pastor of 
St. Augustine's church, who has since 
gone to his eternal reward. The Sister 
in authority was Mother Mary Regiua, 
who is now at the head of the Mercy 
Hospital on Spring Hill, which is a 
credit to Jefferaonville and Southern In- 
diana. She told Father Audran that the 
purpose of her visit to Jeffersonvllle was 
to start a hospital. 

"Tut, tut," exclaimed Father A1 
in Ins blunt way. "My dear Sister, you 
can not start a hospital in Jeffersonville. 
There is no money here for that pu;)0.se. 
Vou had better go to some other city, 
where there is more life and wealth." 

Mother Regina was not to be discour- 
aged. She is possessed of a great deal of 
North of Iretend pluck. She fwpectf nlly 
but firmly told Father Audran die had 
come to Jeffersonville to start a hospital 
and would start one. In a few days she 
had rented a house on Chestnut street 
and l)egun business. The house was a 
one-story frame with alxiut six rooms. 
In a few weeks she had several patients. 
In a year she was compelled to look for 
larger quarters and removed to Spring 
Hill, where a two-atory frame building 
of fair aise waa purchased from the pro- 
ceeds of the work begun on Cheatnnt 
street. Paopte marveled at the work of 
the two Sisters. They were unable to un- 
derstand how they got along so well. 
Without seeming to be irreverent it may 
be said that the work was not all accom- 
plished by prayer. Sister Mary Kegina 
believes that the Lord helps those who 
help themselves. She is a business 
woman as well as a deeply religious 
woman. These two Slaters of Mercy un- 
aided, toiling night and day, aoon had 
more patrons than they conid well serve 
in the two-story frame building, and just 
as soon as this hap|)ened Sister Regina 
set aliout building a large ho.spital. She 
told an architect what she wanted. She 
made a contract with one of the leading 
contractors of Indiana to build a hospital 
structure with many rooms, of brick and 
stone, and it standa bi|d> above Jefferson- 
ville and it a moanment to the industry 
of this good wooiaa. Slater Mary Regina 
feels proud of her work, and well ahe 
may. So alao may thoee who aent her to 
Jeffersonville. 

It would probably not please the good 
Sister to say that she carried on the work 
alone. She had help. When everybody 
saw that she was doing a gooil service for 
the community Catholic and Protestant, 
Jew and unlieliever, lent a helping band. 
With all of this work Sister Mary Regina 
finds time to be dieerful and not the 
least diaconragad on aeconut of debt. 
Since her work baa i n cra a aed her supe- 
rlora have sent her a number of aasistanta 
and the hospital now has an abundance 
of goo<l nurses and is constantly increas. 
ing in favor among the medical profes- 
sion, the be.st pbjniidana aending their 
patients there. 

All who know Mother Mary Regina de- 
light in her acquaintanceship and are 
proud that an Irish woman can accom- 
plish so much in the face of so much 
opposition and diaidvantagea. The Mercy 
Hospital ia a moanment to her pluck and 
ability. Had Slater Mary Regina lived in 
a city of wealth there is no telling what 
she might have accomplished. She is 
certainly i.way ahead of Jeffersonville in 
enterprise, but she likes the place and its 
people and saya tbey have tiMtad her 
admirably. 

Sister R^na atarted her hoapital be- 
fore the Sisters of New Albany or Louis- 
ville thought of building one, and being 
first in the field itrthia mor\ much acdu 
is due her^ . * ,

influential in the State. The pastor takea 

a personal interest in the work. He 
does not go about abusing those who 
kce]) saloons, but rather by moral suasion 
endeavors to gather into the total absti- 
nence fold those who recognize that it is 
not safe for them to use intoxicants in 
any form. In every congregation there 
I are many such. Father Kelly has lieen 
the meana of saving many of these. The 
entire work of Father Kelly in Mew 
Albany has been such that cverr member 
of his flock appreciates and lovea him, 
and he is I>e8ide8 held in high esteem by 
the entire non-Catholic population of 
New Albany. 

Resides the church there is now one of 
the largest and most commodious school 
buililings in the city, conducted by the 
Si.sters and attended by hundreds of chil- 
dren. It is in this building that Holy Trin- 
ity Hall ia located. Here the Ancient 
Order of Hibeniana and other aodetiea 
of Cath«>liea bold fhalr neetlnga. fairs 
and other entertaiumenta take ^aoa and 
commencements are held. The hall has 
a seating capacity of perliapa 600. 

The congregation includes many of 
New .Mbany's foremost citi/cns, and it is 
safe to say they will arrange for a jubilee 
celebration never before equaled in Indi- 
ana.

The German population of Louisville 
ia vcty large, and of thia nationality a 
very oonaideraUa pottiott ia Catholic. 
Of the thirty-ona Catholic dmrdieain 
the city the German tongue Is used in 
the pulpit in five, and in three others the 
members are mostly made up of Ger- 
mans. The churches are among the 
finest in the city and the congregations 
are composed of some of the leading 
business and professionol men of Louis- 
ville. One of the finest churches in 
Kentucky is the new St. Boniface church 
at Green and Jaoikaon atreela. It is 
served by the Franciscan Pathera and 
the Very Rev. Paul Alf ia rector. There 
is a monaatery connected with the 
church, and Father Alf ia also ita guard- 
ian or superior. The diordi has • very 
large membership. 

Another branch of the I'ranciscan 
order, known as the Miner Conventuals 
or Black Franciscans, conduct two large 
congrqEationa in the western part of the 
dty— St Antbony'a, on Market street 
between Twanty-aeoood and Twenty- 
third, and St Petar'a. 1606 Sovthgate 
street. Father Leo Grenlich is the rector 
of St. Anthony's. He has one of the 
finest churches in the city, and his con- 
gregation is made up of well-to-do 
l)eople. The church is now undergoing 
extensive improvements, the interior 
being frescoed and one of the finest 
organs in the city is being built. The 
choir of this church is one of the largest 
in the dty. Rev. Jerome Preiaatr ia the 
rector of St Fater'a on Sontkgnte atreet. 
Hiachnrdi ia alao oiw of the best at- 
tended of any of the German congrega- 
tions. 

The Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, on Kighth and Grayson streets, is 
one of the oldest churches in the city. 
It is attended by Germans who reside in 
the central part of the city. The Rev. 
B. H. Westermann is the rector. This 
church has fine achoola and is altogether 
one of the moat proaparooaeoogr^tions 
in the dty. 

St. Vlaeent de Fanl'a pariah la one of 
the laigeat in the dty, embracing that aec- 
tion known aa Germantown. Rev. Vather 
Ohle, the pastor, is an untiring worker 
and zealous priest. This congregation 
maintains a fine parochial school, where 
nearly a thousand children are being edu- 
cate<l. 

St. Martin's church, 1 Ki.'i Shelby street, 
is now receiving a thorough overfaanllng, 
and will have a stone front i#hich will 



greatly add to its appeWStJCt^Tlic Very 
Rev. Francis /.abler is the ranltniS^_5'^ 
man Catholic prieet in Louisville, l)eing' 
a Vicar Generid under Biaiiop McClos- 
key. He ia a very learned aa well as a 
very lovable man. He is exceedingly 
popular, not only with his congregation, 
but outside of it. 

Rev. Father Ackerman, rector of St. 
Philip Neri's church, at Woodbine and 
Floyd streets, is the .so4|^^ kue of the 
leading German citizens 'ot Louisville. 
His ehnrch is attended by Germans and 
English-speaking people and is becoming 
more largely attended every month. 
Father Ackerman ia a very hard worker. 
He haa contriboted UbacaUy from hU 
private fortune to the bnilding np of the 
church. 

St. George's church, 2706 Eighteenth 
street, is also attended by German and 
English-speaking Catholics. Rev. G. A. 
Weiss is the rector. 

All of these churches are atteude<1 
by large congregations on Sunday. 
The true spirit prevails among the mem- 
ben and they are faithful to the teach- 
iuga of the church. The Franciscan 
Brothera and the Uranliae Siatera serve 
the schools and churcbea of tne German 
Catholics, and they do it well. 

In the county, immediately adjoining 
the Home of the Aged and Infirm, 
Patlier Pfeiffer serves the congregation 
of St. Helen's church. The congrega- 
tion is made up of German gardeners 
who reside on farms in that vicinity. 
It ia a very pretty church, and on Sun- 
days, no matter how bed the weather, 
the attendance ia large. Father Pfeiffer 
also ministers to the apiritnal welfare of 
the poor people who are in the Home of 
the Aged and Infirm who are of the 
Catholic faith. Altogether the German 
Catholics of Louisville have a great deal 
to be proud of for their efforts to en- 
courage education and religion among 
tboaa df their nationality.

The Rev. John B. Kelly, rector of Holy 
Trinity church, haa jnat completed im- 
portant Improvementa on the venerable 
edifice which waa built fifty years ago by 
the early settlers of Floyd county, who 
were mostly Catholics. With the per- 
mission of the Right Rev. Bishop, Father 
Kelly will probably celebrate the golden 
jubilee on the first Sunday in October or 
thereabouts. 

Holy Trinity church was legarded as 
extravagant in the days when it was 
bniU. It ia of brick, of large dimensions, 
and ia aa good today aa when it wna put 
up. Recently Father Kelly haa made it 
look like new by having an imitation 
stone coating put over it. This coating 
is of Portland cement, and under a new 
process looks like rough cut stone. Th 
church has l)een improved in many other 
ways by the recent addition of new pews 
a new organ and many other interior 
embellishments, all of which reflect 
credit on the reverend rector and bis 
congregation. Father Kelly is a worker, 
and when be calla for aid his people 
respond. ' 

The firat priest at Holy Trinity was a 
very remarkable man. He was the Rev, 
Joseph Neyron, priest, physidan, traveler 
and man of letters. He died a few years 
ago while serving at the Notre Dame 
I'niversity as a professor in that famous 
college. He lived to be ninety-six. In 
hia youth he was attached to Napoleon's 
army. Being a physician and a famous 
tuigeoo, paople from all parta of Indiana 
and Ksotntiky can* to him sixty yeara 
or more ago during hlaraaldsnoe in New 
Albany for msdical and anigieal treat 
ment, and he gave the eariy doctora in 
New Albany and the surrounding conn 
try much valuable information about the 
theory and practice of medicine and 
surgery. 

When I'ather Neyron built the church 
he liid it mostly with his own means, as 
money was very scarce in these times, 
and when be left New Albany the con- 
gregation owed him many thontands of 
dollars. Ha made an agreement with 
the congregation that he would not 
exact the prindpal if they would pay 
him an annuity of severs! hundred dol- 
lars a year during his lifetime. This 
agreement was readily entered into and 
Father Neyron continued to draw the 
annuity until the jUflM of hia dsatb at 
ninety-six. 

The present rector has made a reputa- 
tion all over Indiana aa a promoter of the

The negro population of Louisville is 
nearly 60,000, and of this number there 
are several thousand Catholics, but all 
are not ragnhur church attendanta. In 
reaped to church attendance the negro 
is like the white man, "n)jghty uncer- 
tain." The negro Catholics who do at- 
tend church are among the best part of 
the colorol ]K)pidation. It is cre<litable 
to them that they are not s])endiiig their 
time in the Police Court, and they have 
the resjK'Ct of tlieir white accjuaintances. 

When Father Spalding, now Bishop of 
Peoria, 111., lived in Louiaville, thirty 
years sgo, be saw the neceadty of having 
a church for the negro Catholica of Louia- 
ville. They were allowed to attend the 
white Catholic churchea, but thia waa 
unsatisfactory. Father Spalding pnr- 
chased ground at I'onrteenth and Broad- 
way, which is now very valuable, atul 
built a church. He would havr' remained 
there if he bad hail bis way, but he was 
called elsewhere. The church has had 
various pastors since Father Spalding 
left, but it has never been so successful 
as under the management of the present 
pastor, who ia a German, Father Felton. 

Father Felton haa Just completed a 
new brick church, which was blessed a 
few Sundays ago. The colored Catholics 
are very proud of it. There arc but a few 
well-to-do Catholic negroes in Louisville, 
most of them being hard-working men 
and women, but all of these contributed 
cheerfully to the building of their church, 
and are now doing all they can to pay off 
the debt which they owe. The children 
of these negroes alao attend a parochial 
school adjoining the church, which is 
conducted by the Sisters of Mercy. 

Al l wh" have wa t ched the prngrgs;' «i 
the negro Catholics in Louisville are 
pleased with the manner in which they 
conduct themselves. They are orderly, 
respectful and industrious. Children who 
are brought up under the ministrations 
of the Catholic prieata and Sisters in 
charge of St. Augioatlne'a Catholic chnrdi 
are much sought after by thoae who wish 
faithful servants, male or female. 

I'ather I'eltoii is gradually increasing 
the membership of St. .Vugustine's con- 
gregation, and he has been highly com- 
plimented by all who have inspecte<l his 
church for bis good work. In taking 
care of the colored Catholics he is doing 
a good work for the entire community. 
In St. Augustine's church on Sundays 
there is congregational dnging and vea- 
pers, and it is a very beautiful and edify< 
ing sight to aeeand liaten to these colored 
people sing.

According to the official reports in the 
Catholic directories for 1902 there are in 
Kentucky about ISO.OOO Catholics— 100,- 
<I00 ill llie ilioci'se of I^ouisville niiil "iri.ddO 
in the Covington diocese. Ivouisville has 
atxjut 50,000 Catholics. , - ■ " 

When one considers tlie^persecutions 
Catholics have uudTgone in former years 
in this dt^yiigubly in Knownothing and 
A- P. -^LTtlmes, it is wonderfnl indeed to 
realize what they have acoompUshed. 
The 50,000 Catholics in Louisville have 
thirty-one churches, twenty parochial 
schools, the finest female educational in- 
stitutions in the city :mil a colU-jje for 
boss which is unsurpassed for efTiciency 
in its particular lines. 

The Catholic element of the population 
is theequal of any in intellectuality, pub- 
lic spirit and all that goes to make up 
good citizenship. It might be said that 
its mcmbetahip, taken as a whole, is as 
wealthy as any, but this Is not materiel. 

It is to the credit of the Catholic peo- 
ple of I/)uisville, and this Is written with- 
out intending to be boistf il or to make 
invidious comparisons, that their churches 
are the finest in the city, ami more peojile 
attend them on Sundays than in all the 
other denominations combined. There 
are 7,500 children daily attending the 
various parochial schools. If these chil- 
dren were forced to attend the public 
schools the dty would be oompdlcd to 
increase its tax rate at least ten cents on 
the I too valuation to educate these chil- 
dren, but instead the parents pay for the 
tuition, saving the city and State the ex- 
pense. 

Non-Catholics should give due credit 
for this, and acknowledge that Catholics 
are favorable to education by taxing 
them.selves voluntarily to pay for it, and 
at the same time pay the geaeral tax. 
All of this they do without complaint or 
protest. 

In the matter of chsritable institutions 

no other denomination approaches the 
Catholic church membership for main- 
taining asylums, hospitals, homes and 
refuges for the poor. No hcspital in 
Kentucky can compare with St. Joseph's 
or with the new hospital of St. Anthony's, 
just built. The latter is more of a charit- 
able institution than the former, and its 
good wotk will Boontw felt and appre- 
ciated in the whole commnnity ragaid- 
less of creed. 

There is no greater public charity in 
the whole State than the home for the 
aged and infirm, conducted by the Little 
Sisters of the Poor. The gcMxl women 
who conduct it do not ask the creed of 
any man who applies for admission. It 
is free to all. Pew non-Catholics know 
the great work these Little Sisters have 
accomplished during the years they have 
been conducting this institution. Indeed 
comparatively 1^ members or the cbnrdi 
know of it, and it is only referred to here 
that people may take a deeper interest in 
it and encourage the work. 

When one looks back to 18-'>5 and re- 
calls that churches were threatened with 
destruction and the lives of Catholics 
were not safe in this city, he must admit 
that a wonderful change has come over 
the community. Non-Catholics no longer 
look with su^idon upon members of the 
churdi. Oo the contrary, they r es pe c t 
those who are tme to tb» priadplea of 
their religion. It Is Improbable that ever 
again in this commuaity the bitter feel- 
ing which once existed will be revived. 
]ly precept and example the Catholic 
people of Louisville have shown their 
separated brethren that they are worthy 
of confidence and respect. This is in- 
deed gratifying. The era of good feeling 
has been brought about more by charity 
than anything die. Catholics have al- 
ways realized that it was only ignorance 



that led those who persecuted them, and 
have waited for their time. 

Catholics have still a great deal to do, 
and they will do it best in Lonisville who 
by correct example show thdr non-Cath- 
olic friends that they are living correct 
and upright lives and strictly observing 
their religious duties. Catholics who are 
ashamed to acknowledge tlieir faith ex- 
cept when among persons of their own 
belief amount to very little. There are 
some of these in Louisville, but they are 
comparatively few. Not many years ago 
it was not popular to be known as a 
Catholic; in other words, it was not fash- 
ionable, bat thia time has gone by. While 
the Cath<>lle clwrehes in Louisville are 
not the fasbloaable ones, they are the 
ones that stand for all that is substantial 
in religion. 

These brief reflections are written to 
call the attention of Catholics to a sense 
of their oblij^atiotis aii.i .at the same time 
to remind them that they have some- 
thing to be proud of. The Catholic 
church in Kentucky and Louisville is 
nearly oaa hnadied years old. It was 
realty the first church to do misdonsry 
work in this State, and not only should 
Catholics be proud of the record of todoy, 
but likewise of the record r.[ '.'ne past.

The o^elr^y the people of the neigh- 
boring dty of Jeffersonvllle celebrated 

the one hundredth, or centenmry, of the 
founding of that town, which was laid off 
according to plans prepared by that emi- 
nent statesman, Thomas JefFerson. It 
was fitting that the orator of the day 
should besr an Irish nsme. Frank B. 
Burke, a native of Jeifersonville, and a 
graduate of St. Joseph College, Bards- 
town, delivered the prindpal address, 
and it was a very happy one. All the 
ol<1 citizens turned ont and the occadon 
pro<luced an era of good fading among 
all clas.ses. 

It was recalled by the old-timers that 
when Gen. Lafayette came to Jeffersou- 
ville the first one to .salute him was an 
Irishman named Burke, who bad served 
under him in the revolutionary war. 
John Burke and hia brother Janes wen 
pioneera of JeflersoavUle's bndness life 
forty-five ysan ago. Even in the time of 
(".en. (leorge Rogers Clark Irishmen 
flourished in Jeflersouville. When C.en. 
Clark lived on the falls, a century ^^f, 
there lived with him a man nauiecl Con- 
nelly, who served with him on his march 
to Vincennes when the Hritisli were 
driven from that post in 179.S. It was an 
Irishmsn who cut Gen. Clark's leg off 
when be met with an acddent ia his 
esbin on the falls. In fact Irishmen have 
been connected with the early history of 
Jeffersonville from the earliest times. 
Men of Iri.sli blood have done much to 
build up the <dd town, and it was fitting 
that they should take part in the centen- 
nial. From the earliest times there has 
been a Catholic church in Jeffersonville.

Xational Association of Police Chiefs, 
held in Louisville, if was a sHl)ject of 
remark that the Chitfs liearing Irish 
names dominated the convention. Not 
only was this so because of the large 
number present as delegates, but it was 
evident that in practical suggestions 
and intellectual grasp these led all 
the rest. The slleged comic papers 
are fond of cartooning the Irish 
policeman as a dnlUrd or worse, 
but If the proceedings of this con- 
vention sre studied it will be seen at a 
glance that the men in authority in the 
police departments of American cities, 
who liappeii to be Irish, lead all the re.st. 

The two most notable papers read in 
the convention of Chiefs were by Irish- 
men. Chief Matthew Kiley, of St. 
Louis, read a paper which has attracted 
a great dad of attention from criminolo- 
gists, tt waa OB the snl^cct "Do Crimi- 
nds Reform?" He bandied the subject 
in a way which Indicated that he had 
given it attention, and his suggestions 
and deductions showed that he worthily 
fills the place of Chief in one of the 
great cities of the world. The paper 
read by Chief O'Neill, of Chicago, on 
the subject of "Anarchy" was another 
thoughtful paper. Both wera ordered 
printed in full in the proceedings of the 
convention, and will be read by pdice 
authorities over the world. 

Irish police officen In American dties 
make the best of any. Our own German 
Chief, Col. Sebastian Gunther, virtually 
admits this in surrounding himself with 
men like .\ssistaiit Chief Patrick Ridge, 
Police Captain Janus Hendricks, Lieu- 
tenants bright. Burke, Ileffernau, Wick- 
ham and others who might be men- 
tioned. The ordinsry Irish patrolman 
in Lonisville, too, knows his business 
snd attenda to It, often at the risk of his 
life. 

Some people affect to bdleve that an 

Irishman is only fitted to be on the police 
force, that he is not intellectually quali- 
fied to assume the higher positions. 
This is .shown to be a fal.ie assumption, 
for men of Irish birth or descent are now 
at the head of various municipalities. In 
the cultured city of Boston Patrick A. 
Collins is regarded Iiy everylxnly as s 
model Mayor, and a dozen other in- 
stances oonld be named. 

Only one Irishman haa been elevated 
to a high judicial podtlon In Lodadlle 
in recent times, and the manner in 
which he has served the public and the 
universal praise he has received from 
members of the bar since he has been on 
the bench show the esteem in whicli he 
is held. Had Matt O'Doherty desired he 
could have been ra-elected Judge with- 
out oppodtion in his own party, but he 
prderred the harder work of an advocate 
in whidi ha haa been ao aoeccasful. 
When he retires In November to resume 
his law practice It will be with the pniss 
of all who hsve had bndness in his court 
Judge O'Doherty has worked his way up 
without the backing of any influential 
friends. He labored hard, and his career 
is an object lesson to men of his blood. 
When the parties come to select a Judge 
for a long term a year hence they cotild 
do oo better than to pick out a man like 
the retiring Judge of the second division 
to fill one of the judidal positions. It 
would be a inst recognition of the Irish 
population M this dty to give one of the 
judicial places to some one of the Irish- 
American memben of the bar. 

And all that is said above regarding 
the guardians of the peace applies with 
equal force to the fire departments of the 
country. The records teem with names 
of Irishmen honored for unexampled dar- 
ing and bravery to save life and j>ropeity.

(ialvani/ed iron pails for drinking 
w.iter should not be used. The zinc 
coating is rapidly acted upon by the 
water, forming a poisonous oxide of zinc, 

Make a splendid fumituK polish by 
taking a wiaeglasoful of olive oil, one of 
vinegar and two taUeapoonfnlo of alco- 
hol; apply witbaaoft doth aad polish 
with flannel. 

I'or warts common wasliinj; soda is 
simple remedy. Moisten the spot two 
or three times a day and rub Over with 
the soda. Treated in tbia way warts 
diaaiipaar vary qidckly. 

Rnpi aiata or carpeta can be cleaned 
thoroughly by generously sprinkling on 
them yellow cornmeal that has been well 
dampened in clean soapsuds or weak 
ammonia water. Swtep off la a few 
minutes.

HICKEY'S PARADISE. 



Very few people are aware of the 
good work which the members of the 
Passionist Older arc doing in thia 
country. They have a nnmber o( fine 
houses thronitbout the United States, and 
do missionary work wherever they are 
called. Tliey are elu<|iient men and 
very successful in their particular calling. 
One of the most distinguislicd tnetnbers 
of the order is the Very Kev. Helix 
Ward, who has charge of the "Retreat" 
on the Newburg road, in the suburbs of 
Kouisville. Father Ward haa been con- 
templating for a long time the building 
of a fine monaatery on the aite of the 
present building, and may do so when he 
gets the full consent of his superiors and 
of tlie Ki^jlil Kev. Hisho)) McCloskev. 
I'ather Ward is partial to Kentucky, ami 
Iwlioves tliat it is a tina field for mission- 
ary work. The present location of the 
Retreat is a delightful and healthful one, 
and all the members of the order who 
come here are delighted with It, paitien- 
larly in the summer time. 

The Faaaioniata have a fine lilirary at 
the Retreat and they have delightful 
grounds, but the buildings are not what 
tliey sIkmiM t)e. The accoinmivlations 
ate inadtijuate for the needs of the order, 
and l-.ither Ward has hieii seriously 
thinking of buihiing u line house. Now 
that the city of Louisville is building 
new streets to the suburbs in this vicinity 
it la likely that Father Ward's plans will 
be carried into effect. It waa largely 
through the liberalitr of the Right Rev. 
Bishop that the building of the atrect in 
the vicinity of St. Louis cemetery was 
made possible. The Bishop donated a 
strip of ground 1,7(K) feet long for a 
thoroughfare and the street is now being 
made. There will soon Ik; a goo<i road- 
way to the Passionist Retreat, something 
which Father Ward has long desired. 

The Passionist fathers who are con- 
nected with the retreat bare do moat of 
their work in other Stataa. They are 
eaUcd upon to give miaaiona elaewhere, 
and this is one of the reasons wbr their 
work here is so littlt; known. Tliey are 
constantly on the road, and it is through 
their work elsewhere that the institution 
here is kept up. Some of the priests sre 
men of great eloquence, and all of them 
are good preachers. The diocese of 
Louisville is fortunate in having them. 
Of comae if they conclude to build a new 
houae more prieata will ooma here to Hve. 
They spend mort of their time In atody. 
and in places conduct schools and col- 
leges of a high onU i It is hoped that 
they will yet see their way clear to estab- 
lish a house such as Patiwr Ward con- 
templates buildiug. 

One of the best known priests of this 
order and a great missionary ia Father 
Krasmua, who officiated at the Sacred 
Heart chorch ia thia dty two yean ago 
when Rev. Fatridc Walah vUted Rome 
and the Holy Father, and later when the 
Rev. Father Sheridan made hiatrip to 
I reland a nd Rome. 

CATHOUG LITERATURE. 



The Free Library Should Be 
Supplied With a Pair 
Proportion. 



Mayor Grainger has acte<l wisely and 
fairly so far in the matter of appointing 
Trustees for the propose<l new free 
public library. The various religious 
denominations are represented on the 
board, Bishop Dudley r e pr e s enting the 
Bpiacopal church, Col. Yonng and others 
the Praabyteriaa. Dr. Onchterloney the 
CathoUe. and ao on down the line. 
The Tmateea wltboot exception are men 
of broed viewa, even if all of them sre 
not experts on books. 

When it comes to selecting the tiooks 
it is imjxirtant that a competent book 
cointniltee Ije apiKiinted. Much of the 
success of the library will depend on this. 
The selection should indnde books which 
are fair to all classes, creeds and nationali- 
ties. In this case the books are to be paid 
for by the general public, a tax being 
levied for thia p n rpoae by the General 
Council. In many of the public libra- 
ries throughout the eenntry there are 
few, if any, Catholic works. Thia 's 
often due to the prejudice or ignorsnce 
of the l)Ook coniniittee. Catholic litera- 
ture in this country is now of a high 
standard, and there is no reason why the 
works of standard authors should not be 
in every free library. Attention ia called 
to this matter now in order that the 
Ubnry Trustees may think the matter 
over antf do jnatloe to their fell^w-citi- 
aene of the Catholic faith when they go 
to make op the book Uata. 

In selecting Dr. OnchterkyMy aa ode of 
the Trustees Mayor Grainger made no 
mistake. He is one of the most accom- 
plished men in I<<>uisville. lie is a well 
read man, and if the Mayor and the Trus- 
tees place hira on the committee to select 
the booka everybody will be fairly

CHANOI OP iWM. 



The School Rook Trust has a firm grip 
on Louisville, and the school authorilies, 
from the Trustees to the SnperiiileniU nl 
and some of the teacher.", seem to be 
working haud-in-hand with them. There 
will be an election this fall for seven 
School Trustees. It matters little whether 
Democrata or Republicans are elected, 
it aeema that the Trust ia powerful 
enough to control, and the price of books 
keepa at the old ataodard. It la a wonder 
that the people have stood thia imposi- 
tion so lr)ng. Right across the river, in 
New -Mbaiiy and Jeffersonville, school 
l)Ooks can be jiurchast d for less than half 
the price the peoi)le of Louisville are 
paying. The Indiana Legislature some 
years ago was forced by public .seutinient 
t<i pass a law which knocked out the 
Trust, and since then the price of books 
haa been fairly reaaonable, but not so 
low aa booka can be aold if there waa 
still more competition. In Louisville 
there is no competition whatever. It is 
said the Hook Trust employes a niim in 
Louisville at a s ilary of f .'i.dOll a year to 
look after the interests of the Trust. 
This agent liuist he a very eloquent man 
to prevail upon the Superintendent of the 
Schools who is paid by the people, and 
on the Trustees who are elected by the 
people, to keep up the high pricea. No 
one has yet charged that there la any 
corruption, but it is fair to infer that the 
Trust has some of these school authorities 
hy]inotized. Poor iiieti who have to work 
li.ird every day to earn a living lind it 
ilitlii ult at best to give llu-ir children an 
tducntioii without tuiiif; imposed iijioii 
in the matter of the purchase of books. 
Books should be cheep. The histories, 
grammars, arithmetics, geographiee and 
some of the other high-priced books 
which are aold for a dollar do not cost 
more than fifteen eenta to produce. 

So outrageous has this high-priced 
book monopoly been acting that some 
I)eo])le are talking of holding a mass 
meeting to protest against it. If the 
Sui)erinteiident of the Schools and the 
Trustees want to make themselves popu- 
lar they will notify the School Book 
Trust that lower prices must prevail ; for 
insUnce, like in Indiana. If they do this 
they will have the thanka of the patrona 
of the achoola and will be doing that dnty 
for which they were elected. 

ft is all well enough to talk about thcae 
things before an election, but now ia the 
time for reform. There is no necessity 
of putting it (itT until after N'ovember. 
The Trustees are all believed to be honest 
men, and they should at once take action 
and not allow the agent of the Hook 
Trust to give them any more taffy about 
their inability to furnish books cheaper. 
The booka aold in Loniaville are said to 
be made la Boa*nnloa printing and 
binding establiahmenta, where atarvatlon 
wages are paid to the employes. If some 
change is not made every supporter of 
the Book Trust, Republican and Demo- 
crat, who aspires to get into the School 
Board this fall will be defeated.
